American imperialism, like the other powers, demanded the disarm- 
ament only of its rivals. “America opposed submarines in order to pro- 
tect its trade routes; England fought for the abolition of bombing planes, 
fealizing its particular vulnerability to air attacks; Japan advocated the 
abolition of airplane carriers in order to meet the superiority of America 
in this respect; Italy opposed heavy weapons of attack because it is un- 
able to keep up with French armaments. The Geneva delegates all en- 
deavored to put forward demands which would weaken their opponents 
and strengthen the military position of their own countries.”
